IN dated 24th April 1970 (Sixth Industrial Import Project). 

No. &8'ITC(PN)/"il.—Import llcenies issued to actual users under the I.D.A, 
Credit No. 182 IN dated 24th April, 1970 (Sixth Industrial Import Projects) have 
been issued either with the initial validity period upto 31st March. 1971 or upto 
30th June 1971 and are to be. governed by the terms and conditions laid down 
in the Ministry of Foreign Trade Public Notice No. 97"lTC(PN)/70 dated 8th 
July, 1970. Licence issued with the Initial validity upto 31st March, 1971 could 
be further revalidated upto 30th June, 1971 by the licensing authorities concerned. 
However, in the case of licences issued on or before 1st December, 1970, extension 
in the validity period could be permitted upto 30th June, 1971 only where Arm 
orders have been placed for the full value. 

2, It has now been decided that import licences issued on or after 1st July 
1970 under the aforesaid IDA credit may be deemed to have been automatically 
valid for shipmenls/payments for a period of twelve months from the da^te oE 
issue of the licence or 31st December, 1971. whichever is earlier. It will not be 
necessary to present the licences to the licensing authorities for endorsement for 
the purpose. No further grace period will be allowed for making shipments/ 
payments. 
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3. There wilh however, be no change in the procedure for placing orders 
under the IDA Credit, within four months from the date of issue of the Import 
licence. 


4, This facility will not be available to licences which have been converted 
into IDA credit from other sources in accordance with the Ministry of Foreign 
Trade Public Notice No, 14-ITC(PNV71, dated 3rd February, 1971. 

5. Public Notice No. 97-lTC(PN)/70 dated 8th July, 1970 may be deemed to 
have been amended accordingly.
